According to an MSP engineer at the Geraa installation. 930 ner- 
sons were employed at the beginning of May 1947 and replacements 
were being sought to fill jobs soon to be vacated by Germans who 
have contracted for work in the USSR . 

Contrary to former procedures, the Russians are making every 
effort to Induce the workers to sign contracts calling for three 
to five years’ service in Russia. Engineers are being ’offered 
monthly salaries of 7*000- to 12,000 rubles. German couriers 
travelling between Berlin and Moscow are being used to describe 
the benefits of life in Russia, and the Russians have p raised 
that all volunteers will have notification of removal t/c or 
three weeks in advance, that detailed plans have been hu e for 
the transportation of personnel, household effects, and uip-

A large number of engineers , skilled workers, and foremen have 
declared themselves ready to sign such contracts, source reports, 
and he believes that several hundred such workers will be sent to 
Russia during the next six to eight months.
